Old Bridge Stood for Centuries. 
The new London bridge wa* oj»»n*d 
on August I. 1831, 
This replaced the 
celebrated old bridge, built more than 
eight centuries befur*.

Budget System for the National Gov- 
ernment is the Other Question, and 


the Demand for Its Solution Is In­ 
sistent.

W ashington,—While the semite 
Is 
trying to dispose of iii** treaty of potior* 
wit Ii Germany, congress as a whole Is 
finding time to give some thought to 
two 'oibjert* in particular, railroad 
legislation and a budget system for tile 
government.

will he returned to their owner*. But 
It is doubt fill, say th** men who ar** e n ­ 
gaged in formulating lids legislation,
